THE BUSINESS OF EDITING 


The man don’t amount to much now- 
adays that don’t know more about how 
a newspaper ought to be edited than, 
the editor does. We can’t think of hard- 
ly anybody just now who would not 
acknowledge if pinned right down to it 
that he could edit a paper a whole lot 
better than an editor can. And they may 
be right. We are not going to deny it 
for the reason that the prepgqnderance of 
evidence is against us.

Now, we are willing to 
testify to the truth of this part of it 
ourself, because when we started into the 
editing business, way back yonder when 
we were coaxing out our first mustache, 
we knew a whole lot more about it than 
we do now after more than a quarter of a 


‘century of constant grind. We did not 


hesitate a minute in those days to tell 
the President of the United States just 
where to head ih on running this govern- 
ment, and to give the Cabinet and Con- 
gress instructions upon just exactly what 
they ought to do, and ought not to do. 
Likewise we instructed the state legisla- 
ture and the governor minutely upon 
their duties, and gave both the county 
and municipal, governments pointers 
which must have been worth millions to 
them. Probably they didn’t realize it at 
the time, but it did not have to be proven, 
as we were willing at all times to admit 
it. We woufd have also given God in- 
structions upon how to run the universe, 
only there was no way to do it, unless it 
might be by prayer, and prayer was, of 
course, out of the question—it had to be 
commands or nothing. That is the only 
reason why we did not instruct the Diety 
as well as the President of the United 
States and all others in authority.
